Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-8 and 10-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: "a neck 
connecting said trigger sprayer with said conduct whereby said neck and said conduct 
are linked to said container body so that said neck and said conduct form a swan-neck 
or a U-shape extending from said outlet opening so as to form a siphon that exchanges 
air pressure and the product to be dispensed between the external chamber and the 
container body to form an air bubble between the product to be dispersed and the 
trigger sprayer so that leakage is prevented when the dispenser is inclined for use" are 
all features not found in the prior art.
